Meddling of Transportation 
Companies in Grain-Deal- 
ing Under Inquiry,

WASHINGTON, July 13.—An investi- 
gation is to be made by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission by authority of 
the United States Senate of the ele- 
vator, grain buying and _ forwarding 
business of the country to determine to 
what extent special favors have been 
granted to them by railroad companies; 
the influence which the alleged monopo- 
lizing of this branch of business has had 
upon the market; the injury it has 
worked to grain producers; the extent 
to which railroads, their officers, direct- 
ors, stockholders and employes own of 
eontrol the grain buying and grain for- 
waruing companies, and the manner in 


which such holdings, if any, were se- 
cured, 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has sent a circular letter to every rail- 
road corporation in the United States, 
requesting its responsible officials to 
furnish to the commission as soon as 
practicable, information which will en- 
abie it to report to Congress next Ise- 
cember. 

In brief, the commission desires 
railroad companies to supply it with 
the name and location of every grain 
elevator along their lines, together 
with the capacity of the elevator, and 
whethed the elevators are used solely 
by their operators; the name and ad- 
dress of each firm or corporation ope- 
rating the elevators; whether any of 
the elevators are located on the lands 
of the railroads, and whether such 
privilege of location is open to other 
persons desiring to erect elevators 
along the railroad lines; what, if any, 
interest the railroad companies have 
in elevator properties, and whether 
any allowance, in money or otherwise

With Commission Before 
Adoption. 


MONOPOLY IN TRANSFER 





Plan Is to Give Business 
Exclusively to St. Louis 
Transfer Co. 


—_—- 


St. Louis shippers construe the pro- 
posed plan of the Eastern lines, among 
them the Southern Railway, to make 
allowances to the St. Louls Transfer 
Co. on drayage from the railroad de- 
pots in St. Louis to the west end of 
Eads Bridge, as being a move on the 
part of the railroad companies to avoid 
establishing West Side terminals and 
freight depots. 

It is understood to be the intention of 
the Eastern roads, with ‘the exception 
of the Wabash and possibly one or two 
other roads, to make the St. Louis 
Transfer Co. the transfer agent for the 
East St. Louis-St. Louis business. 

In other words, the transfer compa-4 
ny, under the arrangements now con- 
templated, is to occupy the same pos!- 
tion to the Eastern roads that the Ter- 


minal Association does to all lines that 
enter St. Louis. 

It is pointed out by shippers that the 
St. Louls Transfer Co. will have an ab- 
solute monopoly on storé-door. “deliv- 
eries in St. Louts. 


Advantage Over Wabash. 


Further, it is contended that thé East- 


ern roads maintaining their depots in 
East St. Louis would have an advantage 
of 1 cent over the Wabash. having its 
depot in St. Louis. 

The plan as practicalty agreed to by 
all the roads except the Wabash is that 
the St. Louis Transfer Co. shall receive 
allowances of 2 cents on each of the first 
four classes of freight and 1% cents en 
each of the fifth and sixth classes from 
the railroad depots in East St. Louis to 
the west end of the bridge. 

The St. Louis Transfer Co. guaran

Louis, in regard to an adjustment of rate 
differentials between St. Louis and East 
St. Louis and in regard to other St. 
Louis terminal matters. I also inclose a 
copy of my letter of June 29, 1996, to 
Mr. D. O. Ives, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee, calling attention to proposed ac- 
tion of the Southern Railway in matters 
of drayage allowance on westbound 
business, which would seem to violate 
both the letter and spirit of the agree- 
ment of May 3.

TEHERAN SHOPS CLOSE 
Troops Patrol the Streets and 
the Shah Has Summoned 
European Advisers. 





TEHERAN, Persia, July 13.—There is 
a recrudescence of political unrest 
among the mullahs and divinity stu- 
dents and it is exciting great uneasi- 
ness in governmental éircles. 

The divinity -students broke out into 
active opposition to the authorities yes- 
terday and forcibly released a professor 
who had been imprisoned on the charge 
of using seditious language. In an af- 
fray a student was killed and two were 
wounded. The heads of the clergy im- 
mediately assembled in the great 
Mosque and issued insistent demands 
for the immediate granting of the re- 
forms previously promised in January. 

All the shops except the butchers and 
bakers are closed, the city is patrolled 
by troops and the Grand Vizier and 
others ministers who were in the coun- 
try hastily returned to their posts, Con- 
Stant conferences of the authorities are 
taking place, but the situation remains 
very strained and nothing thus far has 


been: done to satisfy the demands of the 
malcontents. 


According to dispatches Jan 
movement was on foot in Persia Re Sa 
tain a constitutional Government. A 
thousand merchants and mullahs sud- 
denly left Teheran, the capital, as a 
protest against the Government of the 
Shah, and in a neighboring village took 
Steps to establish a representative body, 
to be known as the “‘House of Justice,”’ 
over which the Shah was to preside. 

On Feb. 3 the revolutionary upheaval 
assumed a more acute character. The 
Shah, in alarm, summoned his most 
trusted advisers in Europe in order to 
consult with them. It is understood that 
the advisers urged a progressive policy 
and the Babists, a strong sect P Mo- 
hammedans, exerted strong pressure in 
the same direction. The question of the 
Official establishment of representative 
assembly was thoroughiy discussed and 
the Grand Vizier was charged with the 
task of formulating the plans. 


INVALIDS IN CAMP, 


Salvation Army Entertains 100 
Guests Each Week. 


The second car load of poor children 
and invalid men and women were sent 
to the fresh Bir camp by the Salvation 
Army from Hall No. 2, at Eighth and 
Wal streets, Friday. The camp. is 
On - shores of a small nat« 
ural lake a short distance beyond Sub- 
urban Garden, close to the line of the 
Suburban Railway. The intention of the 
officials of the Salvation Army ig to 
entertain 1000 persons at the camp dur- 
ing 10 weeks in July, August and Sep- 
tember, sending out 100 persons each 
week. 

Staff Capt. Hawkes is in charge of 
the camp, and those who are sent there 
by the Salvation Army are provided 
with shelter tents, clean, comfortable 
beds, three meals per day of well- 
cooked, substantial food, and the serv- 
ices of a corps of trained nurses and 
physicians, who enforce the sanitary 
rules of the camp. 

Hammocks, swings, seats and chairs 
are provided for the grove and _ the 
Suburban Railway officials donated not 
only the transportation of the campers 
to and from the camp, but provided the 
electric lamps and furnished the eur- 
rent for lighting. Facilities for bathing 
in the lake are furnished and three 
large springs furnish,an ample supply 
of pure water.

Nebraskan Gives Out Interview 


in London Telling of Pres- 
ent Day Issues. 


LONDON, July 13.—William J. Bryan 
today gave the folowing interview on 
present-day issues: 

“I notice that I am now described by 
some as conservative. In one sense I 
always have been.a conservative. 


“The Democratic policies are conserva- 
tive in that they embody only principles 
applied to new conditions. There was 
nothing new in principle in either of the 
platforms on which I stood. We were 
accused of attacking property when in 
fact the Democratic party is the de- 
fender of property because it endeavors 
to draw the line between honest accumu- 
lation by honest methods on the one 
side and predatory wealth and immoral 
methods on the other. . 

“It Is to the interests of every hones 
man that dishonesty should be exposed 
and punished; otherwise the deserving 
are apt to suffer from the undeserving. 
If, however, by the word conservative 
they mean that I have changed my po- 
sition on any public question, or mode- 
rated my opposition to corporate aggran- 
dizement, they have a surprise waiting 
for them. 


Has Nothing te Withdraw. 


‘TIT am more radical than I was in 
1896 and have nothing to withdraw on 
economical questions which have been 
under discussion. 

“The only question we discussed in 
1896 upon which there has been any ap- 
parent change is the silver question, and 
that has not been a change in the advo- 
cates of bimetallism, but in conditions. 
We contended for more money and 
urged the free coinage of silver as the 
only means, then in sight, of securing 
it. The increased produétion of gold 
has brought, in part, the benefit we ex- 
pected to secure from the restoration of 
silver. 

“While the money question has waned 
in importance, other questions have 
been forging to he front, and to these 
questions we must apply the same prin- 
ciples we applied to the money ques- 
tion, and seek to secure the greatest 
good to the greatest number by legisla- 
tion which conforms to the doctrine of 
equal rights for all and special priv- 
ileges for none, 

“We cannot expect the support of 
anyone who is interested in taking ad- 
vantage of the people, either through 
trusts or through any other illegitimate 
form of business.. The efforts should be 
to distinguish between those corpora- 
tions which are legitimate and those ag- 
gregations of wealth which are organ- 
ized for purposes of public plunder, and 
appeal for support to those only who 
are willing to have the Government 
protect each person in the enjoyment 
of his own earnings. 

“The newspapers have been trying to 
create friction between what they called 
‘old friends’ and ‘new friends’ in poli- 
tics. I have no idea that the party will 
require tickets of admission in the com- 
ing campaign. Usually parties are so 
anxious to secure recruits that past dif- 
ferences are not emphasized, if there is 
a sincere agreement on present issues. 

“Tt do not know that we can find a 
better plan than the Bible plan,which ad- 
mits the eleventh hour comer to a place 
in the vineyard, and to share, the re- 
ward with those who began earlier. I 
think this sound politics as well as 
sound religion, provided the new recruit 
comes to work and not to interfere with 
the other laborers. 

“But, of course, when an overseer has 
to be selected, aparece cannot ke left 
out of consideration.

Poverty and happiness, a queer com- 
bination, seem to go hand in hand in 
his household. Irene is glad she has a 
little brother. Her mother is supremely 
happy to know that pure milk has saved 


the child's life.

Give Details of Massacre. 


Richter has translated the letter into 
English and the translation reads as 


follows: 
“REYLOSTOCK, June 24.—Dear friend 
Nathan Richter—Another progrom, more 


Jewish blood floods the streets, in the 
presence of police and soldiers. New 
victims—64 men killed, 10 women and 
four children murdered. On Thursday, 
June 1, began the engi A which lasted 
three days. We Jewish soldiers were not 
allowed to leave the barracks. The mas- 
sacres began when the Catholic proces- 
sion was taking place in the streets. As 
soon .as the procession began the ryf- 
fians made attempts to rob. They 
robbed houses and stores and broke 
whatever was in their way. 

“The Jews, though few in number, 
succeeded in frightening the murderers 
away from many streets. The talk 
about the bomb thrown by the Jews be- 
gan this way: 

“A band of ruffians armed with axes 
and weapons invaded the Jewish district 
to plunder. When they reached Sura- 
jesxa street, where some Anarchists live, 
a box of what was believed to be ex- 
plosives was thrown out of a window, 
But it was not a bomb for it did not 
injure any one and even a wooden shed 
in the neighborhood remained undam- 
aged. 

“The throwing of the box caused panic 
among the ruffians and they began to 
cry ‘the Jews are throwing bombs.’ All 
those who attended the procession fell 
on the Jews, whom they plundered and 
killed.

| NATHAN RICHTER 
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were the family of the Jewish teacher 
Leiser Ejsenstein. The assassins, among 
whom were soldiers and police, entered 
the house and took out all the furniture, 
broke it to pieces, tore the pillows and 
clothes and went away. A few minutes 
later they returned with an officer of the 
Viadimirsky regiment and the officer 
ordered Eisenstein to come and take in 
his furniture from the street. He and 
his children ran out in the street to do 
the officer’s bidding. When they were 
in the street the officer ordered the ruf- 
fians to beat them. In the presence of 
the officer the teacher Eisenstein, his 
wife, Shoene, and his two sons, Rach- 
miel and Shmiel, and his i4-year-old 
daughter Sophie were killed. In the 
house remained his six smaller children, 
the youngest being 3 years of age. After 
the Eisensteins were killed the mob went 
to the house of Jacob Levin, a wealthy 
merchant. He was hidden in a cellar. 
“The massacre could have been 
averted if the police cared to have it so. 
This can be seen from the fact that 
when Finkelstein's store was attacked 
he stole out through the back door to 
a friend of his, an army captain, Dule- 
vich by name, and asked him to save 
him and his store. Dulevich sent his 
servant, a plain soldier, to the place of 
the disaster and the soldier cried out: 
‘Stop that!’ 

“The toughs immediately asked ‘Who 
orders that?’ But when Dulevich came 
out on his balcony and cried out: ‘I 
order it,’ the mob left thé place immedi- 
ately. 

Officer Kills Girl. 

‘But it is to be regretted that there 
were not many officers in the army like 
Dulevich. One officer from our army, @ 
well-known anti-Semite, Miller by name, 
shot and killed a_ girl, Pubinovski by 
name, in the yard of the Victoria Hotel. 
He was not arrested up to this writing. 
“T met hundreds of people, dead with 
hunger, terror, fatigue and thirst. Many 
of these were women with children at 
their breasts. The streets are full of the 
wounded Jewish victims. All those who 
have enough money to leave the city do 
so. There are over 20 wounded Jews 
here. 

“TI was today in the hospital and I 
saw 22 murdered persons in one room 
and 19 others I saw in the yard. The 
widows, orphans, bereaved mothers, 
fathers, sweethearts and friends fill 
the hospital yard with their wails 
and cries. It is horrible. 

“June 7 the deputies of the Duma 
came here, Scepkin, Arakazov and Ja- 
cobson, to investigate the program. I 
spoke with a Jew, Kalman Lunski, 
who is wounded, in the hospital. He 
had come the day of the massacre. As 
soon as he left the railroad coach, a 
tough ran up to him and knocked him 
with an ax over the head and cried 
out: ‘Here is a cur with Jews.’ Lun- 
ski, who saw an army Officer in the 
distance, ran up to him and with tears 
in his eyes begged for assistance. Rut 
the officer cried out: ‘Get away, you 
Jew!’ 

“While he was talking to the offi- 
cer, Lunski was stabbed by a_ tough. 
He then asked a priest to come to his 
rescue, but the priests did not pay 
any attention to him. The toughs ran 
from him and entered the train to 
look for Jews. The result was that 
four men were killed and 12 persons 
were seriously wounded in the rail- 
road station, 


Living and Dead Piled Together. 


“The gendarmes and the _ Station 
Master saw it all, but they did not 
interfere. The Station Master only 
Sent for a vehicle to transport the 
wounded and dead to the hospital and 
morgue. When a wagon came the 
wounded and the dead were piled to- 
gether. The wounded persons begged 
that two’ more wagons should be 
brought at their expense, that they 
should not have to be with the dead. 
The officer, who refused to help Lun- 
ski, cried to them: 

“Never mind. You will all be 
killed anyway when you get uptown. 
cS ieakeo no difference how you per- 

“The soldiers who had charge of the 
wounded beat them while taking them 
to the hospital.. Lunski, who told me 
this, says he saw the gendarmes and 
toughs kill Moishe Bianski, who left 
behind a wife and five children. The 
city is deserted. It looks like after a 
war. People run from the city or 
hide themselves. Factories are closed, 
cars are empty. The Governor of 
Grodno telegraphed today to all Rus- 
Sian papers that there was no truth 
in the story of the Jews having 
thrown a bomb during the religious 
procession. 

“You are lucky, brother, that you 
deserted the army and that you are 
now in a free country. I hope to see 
you in a short time.”

ALFRED DREYFUS, 

The vindication of Alfred Dreyfus was a fore- 
gone conclusion, expected as a matter of course as 
soon as the French Army administration could be 
cleared of the knaves and intriguers who disgraced it 
so many years. That having been effected, one of 
the most accomplished officers in ‘the service has 
been restored and given the rank to which he would 
have been entitled had he never been accused. 





That there was treason in the War Office seems 


to be undeniable. But it was clear after Col. Pic- 
quart began his investigation that a hideous blunder, 
or worse, had been committed. Not Dreyfus, but 
the wretched Esterhazy, was the man who sold mili- 


tary secrets, and although he was acquitted- by 


courtmartial, the general opinion among the well- 
informed was that he was guilty. Dreyfus was. the 
victim of a conspiracy which reached above the 
subalterns of the Intelligence Offiee awd included 
some of the most distinguished officers in the French 
Army. 

It is this feature which gave significance to the 
ease. Dreyfus himself was no more important than 
many other officers of the same rank. But he was an 
Originally the conspiracy prob- 
ably had no other purpose than to remove an un- 
popular man from the path of aspiring officers who 
were jealous of his. superiority in the technical 
branches of his profession. But others were soon 
drawn in and the entire military service became a 
mass of prejudice and corruption. The whole general 
staff was involved, and some of the most experi- 
enced men threw off all restraints of justice, honor 
and decency. Such a condition was nevessarily fatal 
to discipline and true patriotism. It is fortunate for 
France that war did not break out during the years 
of the Dreyfus agitation. It is doubtful if the army 
was in a condition to meet a well organized foe. 

The vindication of Dreyfus is thus more than 
the rehabilitation of an artillery captain wrongfully 
accused, It means a cleaning out of. the military 
administration and a reorganization of the staff on a 
basis of health and discipline. The chaos of jeal- 


ousies and corruption has given place to order and 
patriotic devotion to the republic ‘and the army. 


France has good reason to he grateful for this ter- 
mination of one of the basest attempts known. to 
history to employ the whole national power to ac-

NEW YORK, July 13.—H. Chandler 
Egan, for two years champion amateur 


golfer of the United States, lost in the 
second round of the amateur champion- 
ship tournament of the United States 
Golf Association at Englewood, N. J., 
yesterday. George 8. Lyon of Canada 
defeated the title-holder in a sensation- 
al match that went to the twentieth 
green. The other favorites, Walter J. 
Travis, Jerome D. Travers and Eben M. 
Byers, went through their matches in 
flying colors. 

In defeating Egan, Lyon duplicated his 
success in the fall of 1904, when’ he won 
the Olympic championship at St. Louis, 
shertly after the Empire crack had won 
his first national championship at Bal- 
tugrol. When the’ Canadian won two 
years ago people pronounced it a fluke. 
There were plenty to repeat the asser- 
tion after yesterday’s meeting. This is 
in a measure explained by the styles of 
the two men. 

When the pair left the first tee the 
largest gallery of the week accompanied 
them. As the contest progressed ‘and 
the word was handed round that Egan 
was down, people left other matches 
and hastened over to give the champion 
encouragement. Before long there, were 
close to 1000 persons in the gallery, and 
to keep the followers, in their eagerness, 
from encroaching too near the players, 
the committee had to use a rope. It 
was the largest gallery seen at a na- 
tional tournament in years. 


Egan Squares Match. 


To the turn Lyon went § steadily 
enough, his card showing a 40 to 44 for 
Egan. The latter’s putting was weak. 
This was annoying to the champion, 
who prides himself on his deadly ,short 
game. Egan turned for ‘home four 
down, won the tenth, but lost the elev- 
enth. He was then four down, with sev- 
en holes to go and the task looked hope- 
less. Good play by Egan and a tempo- 
rary slump on the Canadian’'s part en- 
abled the former to get four straight 
holes and square the match on the fif- 
teenth green.

Coming from one who loves canoeing 
as Cearly as the most infatuated of 
them, I think that the members of the 
Paddle and Saddle Club will not take it 
budly when I say that a story which 
recently appeared in the Post-Dispatch 
bearing on the dangers of canoeing on 
the Meramec is not without its well- 
made points and that it will have a 
beneficial effect upon the pleasant pas- 
time. 

For canoeing or swimming or boating 
on the Meramec is not safe when prac- 
ticed by other than a swimmer, or in 
company with an expert canoeist and 
swimmer. At best I should be slow to 
take a woman or a child in a canoe on 
the Meramec even in the shallows, You 
might overturn and get away with it, 
but it is much better not to run the 
chance. 

To be sure, a skilled canoeist can 
take a lady anywhere along the river 
with almost absolute safety, provided 
she will always remain still. Not, one 
in 1000 will meet with even a wetting. 
But you would hate to be the odd one. 

So it Js that he or she who cannot 
swim a little—you do not need much In 
the Meramec—had much better not go 
canoeing unless in company with a 
skilled and careful canoeist and swim- 
mer. 

The canoe Is a lovely vessel. Rowing 
{s work, paddling pleasure, There 
is no more perfect pastime for men 
and women. And it is safe as walking 
previded proper care be taken. But 
where the man is not familiar with his 
vesse] or the river or swimming it is 
taking a chance that I would hate to 


take.

a cat, and cats are notoriously 
poor water animals. And as for falls 
and rapids, a little dinky 18-inch riffle 
at Marshall's Spring is, alas, the closest 
thing to a rapid or a fall on the river 
from source to mouth. 

The only reason there are not more 
people drowned in the Meramec is be- 
cause they are ignorant of its lure. Un- 
questionably we have within half hour’s 
ride of St. Louls as beautiful and as 
safe a river as a river can be, For 
swimming and bathing and boating no 
river can be safer than the Meramec. 
This is no fair word painting. It is 
the absolute fact written by a@ man 
whose feet have been on the bottom of 
this river from Steelville to the Mis- 
sissippi and who knows every muskrat 
along its banks.
